WELCOME  TO  THE  BosTON  PuBLic  SCHOOLS.  To  the  thousands 
of  families  who  will  be  visiting  our  schools  this  winter 
and  choosing  new  schools  for  their  children,  I'd  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  tell  you  about  change  and  continuity  in  our 
schools:  what  is  new  and  what  is  not  new. 


In  1998,  the  Boston  School  Committee 
adopted  a  new  student  Promotion  Policy 
—  the  first  since  1983  —  to  be  sure  that 
students  and  teachers  meet  today's  high 
standards.  The  policy  set  rigorous 
requirements  for  student  promotion  from 
grade  to  grade  and  for  graduation.  Strict 
student  attendance  requirements  are  part 
of  the  Promotion  Policy.  We  look 
forward  to  working  with  parents  to  see 
that  their  students  are  in  school  every  day 
and  are  completing  homework  assign- 
ments after  school. 

What  are  we  doing  to  make  sure 
students  meet  the  requirements  of  our 
Promotion  Policy  —  and  the  high-stakes 
MCAS  state  tests? 

All  our  schools  are  using  the  resources 
of  Boston's  Annenberg  Challenge  grant 
to  teach  students  to  read  and  write  well. 
This  year,  we  also  launched  an  aggres- 
sive effort  to  improve  math  instruction 
and  results. 

For  students  who  need  extra  help  in 
reading  or  math,  we're  providing  more 
support  during  the  school  day,  after 
school,  and  during  the  summer  months. 
In  key  grades,  we've  added  teachers  to 
our  reading  and  math  classes  to  work 
more  closely  with  students.  We've 
provided  students  with  more  time  on 
reading  and  math  during  the  school  day, 
and  after-school  tutoring  if  they  need  it. 
We've  also  established  an  intensive 
summer  program  in  reading  and  math. 

We  are  striving  to  equip  our  schools 
and  our  students  with  the  tools  they  need 
to  meet  today's  standards  and  your  high 
expectations.  We  are  making  good 
progress  toward  meeting  the  ambitious 
goals  of  our  five-year  reform  plan,  Focus 
on  Children. 


Choosing  a  school  is  a  personal 
decision.  We've  expanded  this  publica- 
tion to  try  to  answer  your  questions  on  a 
range  of  factors,  including  after-school 
programs,  student  achievement,  uniform 
policies,  etc.  But  to  get  a  real  sense  of 
our  schools,  it's  important  to  visit  them. 

And  what  improvements  will>'OM  see 
and  experience? 

>■  Under  our  new  teachers '  contract, 
you  will  have  more  opportunities  to  meet 
with  your  child's  teachers. 

>•    Inside  our  classrooms,  you'll  find 
over  $11  million  in  new  textbooks  in 
every  subject  -  English/Language  Arts, 
Math,  Science,  History/Social  Studies 
and  World  Languages. 

>■    We're  on  track  to  meet  our 
objective  of  one  computer  for  every  four 
stiidentsby2001. 

>■    We're  continuing  to  reduce  class 
sizes — ^at  all  grade  levels. 

>■    High  school  students  can  now 
choose  from  more  Advanced  Placement 
classes  to  explore  certain  subjects  more 
fijlly  and  prepare  for  college-level 
courses.

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HE  BOSTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  offer  a  variety  of  academic,  social,  and 
cultural  experiences  that  Is  hard  to  match  anywhere — and  each  of  our  131  schools  is 
different.  That's  why  we  think  the  more  school  choices  you  have,  the  better.  When  you 
register  your  child  for  school,  you  may  choose  from  more  than  twenty  elementary  schools 
and  at  least  five  middle  schools  in  your  assignment  area,  plus  several  citywide  schools. 
High  school  students  may  choose  from  among  twelve  citywide  high  schools.  In  addition, 
high  school  students  may  apply  for  the  three  "exam"  schools  as  well  as  eight  other  schools 
with  special  application  requirements. 
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How  will  you  decide  which 
school  is  best  for  your  child? 

This  Guide  is  a  good  place  to  start.  It  will 
answer  many  of  your  questions  and 
introduce  you  to  each  of  our  schools.

Signing  Up  for 
Scliooi 

Under  Boston's  student  assignment  plan, 
the  city  is  divided  into  three  geographic 
"zones" — East,  West,  and  North — for 
elementary  and  middle  schools.  Students 
may  apply  for  schools  in  the  zone  in 
which  they  live.  There  are  also  several 
citywide  schools  open  to  all  students:  see 
pages  11-12  of  this  booklet.  All  high 
schools  are  citywide. 

You  do  need  to  apply  for 
school  if... 

^  Your  child  will  go  to  kindergarten, 
grade  6,  or  grade  9 — ^the  "transition 
grades" — in  September  2001 .  There 
are  a  few  exceptions: 

•  Students  enrolled  in  the  S.  Green- 
wood, Hernandez,  Lyndon,  Lyon, 
McKay  (except  bilingual  classes). 
Mission  Hill,  Quincy,  Tobin  (except 
bilingual  classes)  and  Young 
Achievers  schools  do  not  need  to 
reapply  for  grade  6  (unless  they 
want  to  change  schools). 

•  Students  enrolled  in  the  exam 
schools  do  not  need  to  reapply  for 
grade  9. 

^  Your  child  is  now  in  grade  1  at  an 
Early  Education  Center  or  Early 
Learning  Center. 


•  Your  child  is  in  kindergarten-grade  8 
and  you  move  to  a  different  zone. 
However,  your  child  may  stay  in  the 
same  school  if  you  agree  to  provide 
transportation. 

•  Your  child  is  in  a  special  program  and 
must  go  to  a  different  school  for  a 
new  program. 

•  You  want  to  transfer  your  child  to 
another  school. 

•  Your  child  doesn't  attend  the  Boston 
Public  Schools  now. 

NOTE:  Kindergarten  2  (K2)  students  are 
guaranteed  a  grade  1  seat  in  the  same 
school.  They  do  not  need  to  reapply 
unless  they  are  requesting  a  transfer. 

According  to  state  law,  each  child 
must  attend  school  beginning  in 
September  of  the  calendar  year  in 
which  the  child  turns  six  years  old. 
Failure  to  send  a  child  to  school  could 
result  in  legal  action  against  the  parent 
[Dept  of  Education  Regulation  603 
CMR  8.02(1)]

Maximum  Age  Assignments 

,   Students  age  20-22  as  of  the  first  day 
=   of  the  school  year  will  be  assigned  to 
the  Boston  AduU  Technical  Academy 
/   (see  page  44).  This  applies  to  new,  re- 
enrolling,  and  currently  assigned 
students.  However,  students  may 
appeal  to  the  headmaster  if  they  want 
to  stay  in  their  current  high  school. 


You  don't  need  to  apply  for 
school  if... 

^  Your  child  attends  the  Boston  Public 
Schools  now  and  will  be  in  kindergar- 
ten, grades  1, 2,  3, 4,  5,  7,  8, 10, 11,  or 
12  next  year.  Your  child  will  automati- 
cally be  assigned  to  his  or  her  current 
school. 

Where  to  get  an  application 

Students  who  are  currently  enrolled  in 
the  Boston  Public  Schools  will  get  their 
applications  from  their  school. 

Parents  of  new-to-Boston  students  must 
visit  one  of  our  Parent  hiformation 
Centers  or  the  Multilingual  Communica- 
tion &  Placement  Center.  See  the  back 
page  for  locations. 

When  to  apply 

■k    Kindergarten  and  Grades  1 , 6  and  9 
Initial  Application  Period  and 
Transfer  Requests: 
January  8-February  2, 2001 

Late  Applications: 
February  5-March  9, 2001 

•  Grades  2-5, 7-8  and  10-12 

Transfer  Requests  and 
New  Registration: 
February  5-March  9, 2001 

If  your  child  is  new  to  the  Boston  Public 
Schools,  you  will  receive  a  notice  of  your 
child's  assignment  by  mail.  Children  who 
go  to  a  Boston  public  school  now  will 
receive  their  notice  of  assignment  from 
the  school. 

What  to  bring  when  you  apply 

You  will  need  to  bring: 

•  Two  recent  preprinted  proofs  of 
address,  such  as  a  utility  bill,  bank 
statement,  or  Boston  Housing 
Authority  lease.  The  BPS  doesn't 
accept  personal  mail  or  rent  receipts. 
If  you  don't  have  proofs  of  yo\jr 
address,  tell  the  Parent  Information 
Center  staff.  When  school  is  in 
session,  an  attendance  supervisor  may 
be  able  to  visit  your  home  to  verify 
your  address. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


•  An  original  birth  certificate  or 
passport  for  children  registering  for 
kindergarten  or  grade  1 . 

•  Up-to-date  immunization  records. 

Completing  the  application 

The  application  form  lists  all  the  schools 
you  may  choose.  You  must  choose  at 
least  three  schools;  but  you  may  choose 
as  many  additional  schools  as  you  wish. 
Be  sure  to  number  your  choices  in  order 
of  your  preference.  Also  be  sure  to  ask 
Parent  Center  staff  about  high  schools 
not  listed  on  the  application  that  have 
special  admission  procedures  (see  pages 
45-47). 


HELPFUL  HINTS 

ir    Remember  that  seats  are  very  limited 
in  some  programs:  KO,  Kl,  and 
grade  6  in  K-8  schools. 

*  Keep  your  copy  of  the  school 
application  form  or  transfer  request 
in  a  safe  place. 

*  Write  down  the  name  of  everyone 
who  helps  or  advises  you  and  the 
date  you  talked  with  them. 


Want  a  better  chance  of  getting 
your  "first  choice"  school? 

*  Apply  by  your  first  deadline — 

February  2  for  the  transition  grades,  and 
March  9  for  all  other  grades.  You  are 
much  more  likely  to  get  one  of  your 
choices  if  you  apply  any  time  within 
your  first  application  period.  All  applica- 
tions received  within  each  period  are 
processed  together,  not  in  the  order  we 
receive  them. 

What  if  you  miss  the  February  2  deadline 
and  the  March  9  deadline?  You  may  go 
to  a  Parent  Information  Center  any  time 
during  the  year  to  register  for  school  or  to 
request  a  transfer,  but  your  choices  will 
be  more  limited  the  longer  you  wait. 
Many  popular  schools  are  full  after  the 
first  assignment  period. 


*  Make  at  least  three  choices.  Students 
applying  for  kindergarten-grade  12  must 
list  at  least  three  choices  on  the  applica- 
tion. 

Your  child  must  be  immunized! 

According  to  state  law,  your  child  must 
be  on  an  immunization  schedule  before 
registering  for  school.  You  must  submit  a 
doctor's  record  stating  your  child  has 
been  immunized  against  diptheria, 
pertussis  (whooping  cough),  tetanus, 
poliomyelitis,  measles,  German  measles 
(rubella),  mumps,  and  hepatitis  B.  We 
also  require  varicella  (chickenpox) 
immunization,  or  documentation  that 
your  child  has  had  chickenpox.  The 
record  must  include  the  day,  month  and 
year  when  the  immunizations  were 
given.  In  addition,  we  strongly  recom- 
mend that  your  child  have  a  Tuberculosis 
Risk  Assessment. 

Please  give  a  copy  of  the  immunization 
record  to  the  nurse  at  your  child's  school. 
If  you  need  a  copy  of  the  immunization 
record  or  have  questions,  contact  your 
doctor  or  health  center.  If  you  don't  have 
a  doctor  or  health  center,  call  the  Mayor's 
Health  Line,  800-847-0710.  If  you  have 
not  had  your  child  immunized  for  health 
reasons  or  because  of  religious  beliefs, 
bring  a  signed  statement  to  that  effect 
when  you  register  for  school. 

During  the  fu-st  week  of  school,  the 
school  nurse  will  request  results  of  a 
recent  physical  exam  (within  the  past 
year)  for  each  student,  signed  by  a  doctor 
or  health  center.  She  will  also  review 
your  child's  record  for  health  issues  and 
medication  needs.  Please  provide  as 
much  information  as  possible.  Allow 
three  weeks  for  your  doctor  or  health 
center  to  copy  records. 

How  do  the  Boston  Public 
Schools  assign  students? 

Assignments  are  made  by  computer.  The 
computer  knows  how  many  seats  are 
available  in  each  grade  in  each  school 
and  tries  to  assign  each  student  to  his  or 
her  first  choice  school. 


Sometimes  a  school  doesn't  have  room 
for  every  student  who  lists  it  as  the  first 
choice.  When  this  happens,  the  computer 
assigns  students  based  on  certain 
"preferences": 

•  SIBLING  PREFERENCE.  We  try 

to  assign  children  in  the  same  family  to 
the  same  school  if  the  parent  requests  it. 
If  you  want  your  children  to  go  to  the 
same  school,  ask  the  Parent  Information 
Center  staff  how  to  apply  for  "sibling 
preference."  But  sometimes  a  school 
doesn't  have  room  for  all  the  siblings 
who  apply  for  it;  so  we  can't  guarantee 
sibling  assignments. 

IMPORTANT:  Be  sure  to  ask  for 
sibling  preference  the  first  time  you 
apply! 

*  WALK  ZONE  PREFERENCE. 

Within  the  first  application  period 
(January  8-February  2),  50%  (one-half) 
of  each  school's  seats  are  set  aside  for 
applicants  with  "walk  zone  preference." 
Students  have  walk  zone  preference  if 
they  live: 

•  within  1  mile  from  elementary  school 

•  within  1.5  miles  from  middle  school 

•  within  2  miles  fi^om  high  school. 

After  walk  zone  seats  are  assigned, 
students  who  don't  have  any  school  in 
their  geographic  walk  zone  will  have 
priority  for  assignment  to  their  first  and 
second  choice  schools.  All  remaining 
available  seats  will  be  assigned  by 
random  number,  without  regard  to  walk 
zone  preference. 

There  is  no  priority  for  either  "walk 
zone"  or  "no  walk  zone"  applications 
submitted  after  February  2. 

There  is  no  "walk  zone"  preference  for 
citywide  elementary  and  middle  schools 
(except  for  Mission  Hill  School). 

•  RANDOM  NUMBERS.  The 

computer  gives  each  application  a 
"random  number."  How  is  it  used? 
Imagine  that  each  application  has  a 
"weight."  An  application  with  sibling 
preference  "weighs"  more  than  one  with 
walk  zone  preference;  one  with  sibling 
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and  walk  zone  preference  "weighs"  more 
than  one  with  only  sibling  preference. 
Students  with  the  "heaviest"  applications 
are  assigned  first.  When  two  applications 
"weigh"  the  same  and  the  school  has 
only  one  seat,  the  computer  assigns  the 
student  by  random  number. 

If  you  don't  get  your  first 
choice  school 

The  computer  will  try  to  assign  your 
child  to  one  of  the  other  choices  you 
listed.  It  will  also  place  your  child  on 
waiting  lists. 

•  WAITING  LISTS 

•  Students  who  get  their  second  choice 
go  on  the  waiting  list  for  their  first 
choice. 

•  Students  who  don't  get  their  first  or 
second  choice  go  on  waiting  lists  for 
both  choices. 

•  Students  applying  for  grades  1-12 
who  don't  get  any  of  their  choices  go 
on  waiting  lists  for  up  to  three  choices. 

•  Students  applying  for  kindergarten  go 
on  waiting  lists  for  up  to  two  schools. 

•  Yovir  child's  place  on  the  waitmg  list 
is  based  on  sibling  preference,  the  date 
you  applied,  and  random  number. 

•  Once  the  new  school  year  begins, 
students  stay  on  our  waiting  lists  only 
if  they  attend  a  Boston  public  school. 

•  All  waiting  lists  for  the  200 1  -2002 
school  year  expire  at  the  end  of 
January,  2002. 

You  can  find  out  your  child's  place  on  a 
school's  waiting  list  by  calling  any 
Parent  Information  Center  at  the  end  of 
each  application  period.  In  August  and 
September,  you  can  also  call  the  School 
Hotline,  635-9046. 


•  ADMINISTRATIVE 

ASSIGNMENTS.  State  law  says 
each  child  must  attend  school  beginning 
in  September  of  the  calendar  year  in 
which  the  child  turns  six  years  old.  If  you 
don't  receive  one  of  your  school  choices, 
or  if  you  don't  return  an  application  for  a 
student  age  six  and  older  starting  a 
"transition  grade"  (kindergarten  and 
grades  6  and  9),  we  will  assign  the 
student  to  the  school  closest  to  home  that 
has  a  seat. 

If  your  child  will  be  under  age  six 
through  December  31,  2001,  we  will  not 
assign  your  child  to  a  school  you  did  not 
choose. 

Transfers 

If  you  want  to  change  schools,  you  can 
apply  for  a  transfer  during  the  "transfer" 
period,  February  5-March  9, 2001. 

Transfer  requests  received  fi-om  March 
12-September  30  will  be  processed  on  an 
ongoing  basis.  Requests  received  after 
September  30  will  be  collected  and 
processed  in  early  November  and  late 
January.  We  can 't  guarantee  your  transfer 
request  will  be  approved. 

The  BPS  has  new  limits  on  how  often 
students  can  transfer  to  a  different  school: 

•  Elementary  School  Students  may 
transfer  once  per  year  in  kindergarten- 
grade  5. 

•  Middle  School  Students  may  transfer 
only  once  in  grades  6-8. 

•  High  School  Students  may  transfer 
only  once  in  grades  9-12. 

•  Disciplinary  Transfers.  Students  in 
grades  6-12  who  are  transferred  for 
disciplinary  reasons  will  be  assigned  to 
an  alternative  program,  not  to  another 
"regular"  school. 

Expulsion 

Students  who  have  been  expelled  from 
other  school  districts  for  possession  of  a 
dangerous  weapon,  controlled  substance, 
assault  on  school  staff,  or  conviction  of  a 
felony  may  not  enroll  in  the  Boston 
Public  Schools.  If  the  BPS  fmds  out  that  a 
student  has  been  expelled  from  his  or  her 


previous  school  for  any  of  these  reasons, 
that  student  will  be  discharged  from  the 
Boston  Public  Schools.  [M.G.L.  c.71, 
S.37H,  S.37H  72] 

If  you  move 

•  Bring  two  proofs  of  your  new  address 
to  any  Parent  Information  Center  right 
away.  If  you  don't  have  proof  of  your 
new  address,  call  the  Parent  Center  for 
advice.  During  the  school  year,  we 
may  be  able  to  send  an  attendance 
officer  to  your  home  to  verify  the 
address. 

•  We  can't  change  your  bus  stop  until 
we  know  your  new  address. 

•  If  you  move  to  a  different  zone,  your 
child  may  have  to  change  schools. 
However,  your  child  may  be  able  to 
stay  in  his  or  her  current  school  if  you 
agree  to  provide  transportation. 

•  Remember  to  give  the  school  princi- 
pal your  new  address  and  phone 
number. 

If  you  become  homeless 

If  you  have  to  move  to  a  shelter  or  any 
other  temporary  living  situation,  your 
child  has  the  right  to  stay  at  the  last 
school  attended  through  the  end  of  the 
school  year  or  to  enroll  in  a  school 
within  the  new  zone,  town  or  city  where 
you  live  temporarily.  If  you  become 
homeless  during  the  summer  and  have  to 
move,  your  child  can  return  to  the  school 
that  he  or  she  attended  when  the  last 
school  year  ended.  However,  we  may  not 
be  able  to  provide  transportation  in  all 
situations.  For  more  help,  call  the 
Homeless  Student  Initiative,  635-8037. 

Transportation 

About  one-third  of  our  63,500  students 
walk  to  school,  and  the  rest  go  by  school 
bus  or  MBTA.  Who  is  eligible  for 
transportation? 

•  Students  who  live  a  mile  or  more  from 
their  kindergarten  and  elementary 
school 

•  Students  who  live  one  and  a  half  miles 
or  more  from  their  middle  school 


•  Students  who  live  two  miles  or  more 
from  their  high  school. 

Most  students  who  take  a  school  bus  are 
picked  up  and  dropped  off  at  a  comer 
near  their  home.  Eligible  high  school 
students  and  some  middle  school 
students  get  a  T  pass  or  a  combination  of 
T  pass  and  yellow  bus  service. 

When  your  child  is  assigned  to  school, 
we  will  tell  you  if  your  child  is  eligible 
for  transportation.  In  mid-August,  we 
will  mail  you  information  about  your 
child's  bus  stop,  bus  number,  and 
schedule. 

Children  with  disabilities  may  receive 
regular  comer-to-comer  service,  MBTA 
service,  or  door-to-door  service,  as 
required  in  their  Individualized  Educa- 
tion Plan  (lEP). 

Some  students  with  severe  medical  or 
physical  conditions  which  prevent  them 
from  walking  to  school  may  receive 
transportation.  We  decide  if  a  student  is 
eligible  for  transporation  after 
reviewing  documents  from  the 
student's  doctor  as  well  as  input  from 
school  staff.  The  school  nurse  will 
discuss  with  your  child's  doctor  the 
appropriate  accommodations  to  meet 
your  child's  needs.  During  the  summer, 
call  our  Medical  Services  Office,  635- 
8030. 

We  cannot  make  special  transportation 
arrangements  for  children  whose  parent 
or  guardian  is  disabled — but  we  may  be 
able  to  assign  a  comer  stop  closer  to 
home. 

Alternative  Transportation 

You  can  request  "alternative  transporta- 
tion" to  or  from  a  bus  stop  other  than 
your  neighborhood  stop  (such  as  a  day 
care  provider's  house  or  after  school 
program).  Students  who  are  not  eligible 
for  transportation  to  and  from  home  may 
also  request  this  service.  But  there  are 
restrictions: 

•  The  stop  you  request  must  be  on  an 
existing  bus  route  to  or  from  the 
school. 

•  There  must  be  room  on  the  bus. 


•    We  do  not  provide  door-to-door 
service  unless  it  is  required  in  an  lEP. 

For  a  Fact  Sheet  and  application  for 
alternative  transportation,  ask  the 
principal  or  visit  any  Parent  Infomnation 
Center.  We  send  the  Fact  Sheet  to  parents 
of  all  currently  enrolled  students  in  May. 

IMPORTANT:  Please  do  not  apply  for 
alternative  transportation  in  order  to 
change  the  bus  stop  if  you  have  moved 
or  are  requesting  a  closer  stop.  When  you 
notify  us  of  your  new  address,  we  will 
automatically  give  your  child  a  new  bus 
stop  near  your  new  home  if  you  are  still 
eligible  for  transportation. 

If  you  return  a  complete  application  for 
alternative  transportation  by  the  end  of 
the  school  year,  and  if  the  stop  is 
approved,  your  child's  alternative  stop 
will  be  active  by  the  first  day  of  school. 
If  you  wait  until  the  start  of  the  school 
year,  your  request  may  take  several 
weeks. 

Please  remember,  we  can 't  guarantee 
that  your  child  will  get  the  alternative 
stop  you  request. 


HELPFUL  HINTS 

•  If  you  think  your  child's  bus  stop  is 
too  far  from  home  or  is  dangerous, 
you  may  be  able  to  change  it.  But 
remember,  students  may  be  required 
to  walk  several  blocks  to  their  bus 
stop. 

•  Ifwesayyourchildlives  within  the 
required  distance  to  the  school  and 
you  disagree,  you  can  ask  us  to 
measure  the  distance  from  your 
house  to  the  school.

FIrom  the  first  year  of  kindergarten 
through  the  last  year  of  high 
school,  we  are  expecting  more 
from  all  our  students  in  all  subject  areas. 
Every  school  is  implementing  a  strict 
Promotion  Policy  that  requires  students 
to  complete — and  pass — specific  courses 
and  tests. 

While  high  standards  are  the  rule  in  all 
schools,  each  school  offers  unique 
programs,  themes,  and  approaches  to 
learning.  As  you  choose  next  year's 
school,  think  about  what  you  want  for 
your  child  a  few  years  down  the  road: 

Is  learning  in  two  languages  important  to 
you?  We  have  several  schools  where  all 
students  take  classes  in  English  and 
Spanish.  Will  you  encourage  him  or  her 
to  apply  for  one  of  our  competitive 
"exam"  schools?  All  middle  schools 
offer  preparation  for  the  entrance  test.  Is 
your  child  a  budding  artist  or  performer? 
Our  Boston  Arts  Academy  may  be  just 
the  right  high  school — and  you'll  find 
good  training  in  several  elementary  and 
middle  schools  that  offer  exceptional  arts 
programs.  Even  if  high  school,  college 
and  career  seem  far  away,  it's  never  too 
early  to  start  planning. 

Kindergarten 

We  offer  several  options  to  get  beginning 
students  off  to  a  good  start: 

*    Kindergarten  2.  Our  goal  is  to  offer 
the  best  possible  preparation  for  children 
entering  grade  1 .  To  meet  this  goal,  we 
provide  a  full-day,  six-hour  "K2" 
program  for  5-year-olds  in  all  elementary 
schools.  We  guarantee  a  school  assign- 
ment to  all  children  who  apply  for  fiill- 
day  K2 — but  we  can't  guarantee  an 
assignment  to  a  school  you  choose. 


•  Kindergarten  for  younger  students. 

We  have  a  very  limited  number  of 
openings  in  "KO"  for  children  who  turn  3 
years  old  by  September  1,  2001,  and  in 
"Kl"  for  those  who  turn  4  years  old  by 
that  same  date.  We  regret  that  we  cannot 
guarantee  an  assignment  to  these 
programs. 

•  Early  Learning  Centers.  The  three 
ELCs  offer  full-day  KO  (North  Zone 
only),  Kl,  K2  and  grade  1,  plus  before 
and  after  school  care,  all  free.  There  is 
one  in  each  zone.  Seats  are  limited  and 
waiting  lists  are  long  for  these  populcir 
programs. 

•  Early  Education  Centers.  The  three 
EECs  offer  a  ftill  school  day  plus  free 
before  and  after  school  care  for  KO-grade 
1,  with  special  education  services  and 
language  support  services  for  students 
whose  first  language  is  not  English. 
There  is  one  EEC  in  each  zone.  All  are 
housed  in  new,  state-of-the-art  buildings. 

"Countdown  to  Kindergarten" 

This  new  partnership  between  the  BPS, 
City  of  Boston,  and  many  community 
partners  is  working  to  provide  a  positive 
fransition  into  BPS  kindergarten  for 
students  and  their  families.  Pick  up  a 
copy  of  their  informative  booklet, 
"Countdown  to  Kindergarten,"  available 
in  7  languages,  at  any  Parent  Information 
Center,  or  call  635-9660. 

Important  Kindergarten  Notes: 

•  All  regular  education  kindergarten 
students  are  guaranteed  a  seat  through 
the  highest  grade  of  their  kindergarten 
school,  following  the  guidelines  of  our 
student  assignment  plan. 

•  We're  sorry,  but  we  can't  make 
exceptions  to  our  entry  age  guidelines, 
regardless  of  your  child's  previous  school 
experience. 


*  State  law  says  each  child  must  attend 
school  beginning  in  September  of  the 
calendar  year  in  which  the  child  turns  six 
years  old.  If  your  child  turns  6  from 
September  2-December  3 1,  we  will 
assign  him  or  her  to  K2. 

*  If  you  need  a  program  for  your  3  or 
4-year-old,  we  strongly  urge  you  to 
check  out  Head  Start,  Child  Care 
Choices  (phone  numbers  on  page  10)  and 
other  preschool  options. 

Bilingual  Education  and 
Language  Services

We  offer  transitional  bilingual  classes  in 
seven  languages:  Chinese  (Mandarin), 
Cape  Verdean  creole,  Haitian  creole, 
Portuguese,  Somali,  Spanish,  and 
Vietnamese.  While  in  this  program, 
students  are  taught  academic  subjects  in 
the  native  language  and  learn  English. 

For  students  whose  first  language  is  less 
common  in  our  schools — such  as 
Armenian  or  Arabic — ^we  offer  English 
as  a  Second  Language  in  multilingual 
classes  in  five  schools:  Hamilton 
Elementary,  Hennigan  Elementary, 
Irving  Middle,  Boston  High  School,  and 
English  High  School. 

We  also  offer  a  specially  designed 
program  for  students  between  the  ages  of 
9  and  21  who  have  not  been  in  school  or 
have  had  only  limited  schooling  in  their 
country  of  origin. 

Your  first  step  is  to  visit  the  Multilingual

Please  arrive  at  least  one  hour  before 
closing  time  so  your  child  will  be 
properly  tested  by  the  multilingual  staff. 
They  will  describe  all  programs  and 
schools  available  for  your  child. 


Special  Education

We  offer  a  wide  variety  of  special 
education  services  for  students  who  have 
a  disability  or  a  combination  of  disabili- 
ties that  make  learning  difficult.  These 
services  including  specialized  instruc- 
tion, speech  and  language  therapy, 
physical  therapy,  vision  resources,  and 
more.  Many  schools  use  "inclusionary" 
practices  so  students  with  disabilities  can 
receive  services  in  the  regular  education 
classroom. 

If  you  think  your  child  has  a  disability, 
contact  the  principal  or  Evaluation  Team 
Facilitator  (ETF)  at  the  Boston  public 
school  he  or  she  attends.  If  your  child 
does  not  attend  a  Boston  pubHc  school, 
contact  any  Parent  Information  Center 
listed  on  the  back  cover,  or  call  our 
Special  Education  specialists  at  the 
number  listed  above. 

Advanced  Work  Class  (AWC)

Advanced  Work  Class  (AWC)  is  a  fiiU- 
day  program  for  eligible  students  in 
grades  4,  5  and  6.  AWC  includes  the 
same  topics  as  the  regular  education 
program.  However,  the  topics  are  studied 
in  depth,  coursework  is  challenging  and 
accelerated,  and  students  generally  are 
expected  to  do  more  schoolwork  and 
homework.  In  addition,  students  receive 
instruction  in  a  world  language. 

Eligibility  is  based  on  results  of  a  test 
given  in  the  fall  of  grades  3, 4  and  5.  All 
fifth  graders,  even  those  now  in  AWC, 
must  take  the  test  to  be  invited  to  grade  6 
AWC. 

AWC  is  located  in  15  elementary  schools 
and  12  middle  schools  throughout  the 
Boston  Public  Schools.  The  A+  Saturday 
Academy  and  A+  Summer  Academy 
support  students  in  the  AWC  program. 

If  your  child  is  eligible  for  AWC,  you 
may  choose  from  a  combination  of  AWC 
and  regular  programs  Usted  on  the 
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application.  There  is  no  longer  a  separate 
application  for  AWC.  Elementary 
students  who  do  not  receive  any  of  their 
choices  may  remain  in  the  school  to 
which  they  are  currently  assigned. 


High  School 
Programs 


Our  high  schools  each  offer  classes  in  the 
basic  subjects  (language  arts,  math, 
science  and  social  studies),  plus  special 
classes  and  programs — during  and  after 
school — ^that  make  each  school  unique. 
You'll  fmd  school-to-career,  health 
careers,  visual  and  performing  arts, 
banking  and  finance,  travel  and  tourism, 
agribusiness,  and  other  specialties.  We 
also  have  programs  for  older  students, 
students  who  want  to  return  for  their 
diploma,  at-risk  students,  students  who 
want  to  go  to  school  at  night,  students 
who  are  parents,  and  students  who  want 
to  sample  the  college  experience  while 
still  in  high  school. 

Technical/Vocational  Education

We  offer  comprehensive  instruction  in 
technical  and  vocational  education  in  two 
high  schools.  Madison  Park  Technical 
Vocational  High  School  houses  27 
vocational  programs  within  its  three 
career  academies.  West  Roxbury  High 
School  has  two  programs.  Most  of  these 
vocational  programs  are  approved  by  the 
State  under  Chapter  74. 

Technical/vocational  education  provides 
an  opportunity  for  students  to  learn  a 
skill,  develop  an  academic  foundation  for 
continued  post-secondary  study,  and 
build  a  career  while  they  earn  a  high 
school  diploma.  Madison  Park  and  West 
Roxbury  offer  comprehensive  academic 
instruction,  along  with  bilingual  and 
special  education  programs.  Special  job 
placement  services  are  provided  to 
graduating  seniors  who  want  to  work. 
For  9th  graders,  Madison  Park  has  a  full- 
year  exploratory  program  that  allows 
students  to  assess  their  vocational 


interests  and  aptitudes  and  to  gain 
exposure  to  the  wide  array  of  vocational 
programs  in  the  Boston  Public  Schools. 
In  addition  to  its  vocational  programs, 
Madison  Park  also  houses  the  Roland 
Hayes  Division  of  Music,  where  students 
can  concentrate  on  vocal  or  instrumental 
music. 

School-to-Career

Through  the  School-to-Career  approach, 
the  classroom  extends  to  the  workplace 
and  the  community  during  the  school 
day.  In  most  of  our  high  schools,  and 
even  some  middle  schools,  students  can 
explore  possible  careers  and  learn 
practical  skills  in,  for  example,  a 
hospital,  bank  or  TV  studio  as  they 
improve  their  academic  skills.  For  many 
students,  experiencing  the  connection 
between  school  and  the  "real  world"  is 
the  key  to  academic  success. 

The  Examination  Scliools

We  have  three  "examination  schools"  for 
grades  7-12  that  admit  students  on  a 
competitive  basis.  They  are:  Boston 
Latin  Academy  in  Dorchester,  Boston 
Latin  School  in  the  Longwood  hospital 
area,  and  O' Bryant  School  of  Mathemat- 
ics &  Science  in  the  Madison  Park 
complex,  Roxbury.  All  three  schools 
accept  new  students  for  grades  7  and  9. 
O' Bryant  also  accepts  new  students  for 
grade  10. 

Students  are  admitted  to  the  exam 
schools  based  on  results  of  an  entrance 
test  and  grade  point  average.  Each 
accounts  for  50%  of  a  student's  score. 
The  grade  point  average  is  based  on  final 
marks  in  English  and  math  from  the 
previous  school  year  and  the  first  two 
marking  periods  of  the  current  year. 

Test  registration  materials  for  students 
applying  for  the  2002-2003  school  year 
will  be  available  in  early  September  2001 
in  all  our  middle  schools  and  high 
schools.  Parent  Information  Centers, 
branch  libraries,  and  Boys  &  Girls  Clubs.

The  Boston  Public  Schools  recognize 
that  a  child's  education  is  a  responsibility 
shared  by  the  family,  school  and  commu- 
nity. We  welcome  the  involvement  of 
families  in  their  children's  education. 
When  parents  and  schools  work  together, 
it  increases  student  achievement  and 
builds  positive  attitudes  about  school.  To 
support  strong  home/school  partnerships, 
parents,  teachers  and  principals  devel- 
oped the  BPS  Parent/Family  Involve- 
ment Policy.  To  receive  a  copy,  call  your

There  are  many  ways  you  can  participate 
in  your  child's  education.  At  home,  you 
can  read  to  him  or  her,  see  that  home- 
work is  done,  ask  what  he  or  she  learned 
today,  and  limit  TV  time  (and  know  what 
your  child  is  watching!).  At  school,  you 
can  attend  special  events  and  parent/ 
teacher  conferences,  volunteer  in  the 
classroom,  and  join  the  School  Parent 
Council  or  the  School  Site  Council. 

There  are  also  citywide  groups  for 
parents  who  speak  different  languages, 
whose  children  receive  extra  help  in 
reading  and  math  from  Title  I,  and  who 
have  children  with  disabilities.

Our  schools  offer  a  wide  range  of  support 
services  for  students  of  all  ages,  includ- 
ing health  services  and  education, 
counseling,  guidance  services  for 
students  applying  for  college  and  career 
training,  crisis  services,  substance  abuse 
and  violence  prevention  programs,  peer 
mediation  training,  a  citywide  Student 
Advisory  Council,  and  much  more.  All 
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come  under  the  "umbrella"  of  the 
Unified  Student  Services  Team, 
635-8030. 

School  Uniforms 

There  is  no  required  school  uniform 
for  all  the  Boston  Public  Schools.  But 
every  spring,  each  school's  School 
Site  Council  must  decide  if  their 
school  will  have  a  uniform  or  special 
dress  code  for  the  following  school 
year. 

The  Council  may  decide  to  have  a 
mandatory  uniform  which  all  students 
are  expected  to  wear,  a  voluntary 
uniform,  or  no  uniform.  The  Council 
also  decides  what  that  uniform  will 
be.  Most  of  our  elementary  schools 
and  many  middle  schools  now  have  a 
uniform.  Call  the  schools  directly  for 
more  information. 


Attendance  Policy 

If  a  student  doesn't  report  to  school 
for  the  first  five  school  days  of  the 
school  year,  or  five  school  days  after 
being  assigned  to  school,  we  will  call 
and  write  to  the  parent  or  guardian.  If 
after  another  three  school  days  the 
student  still  hasn't  reported  to  school 
or  the  parent  hasn't  notified  the  school 
of  a  problem,  the  student  will  lose  his 
or  her  assignment  at  that  school,  and 
we  will  notify  the  attendance  officer. 

Children  who  have  more  than  12 
unexcused  absences  during  the  school 
year  may  not  be  promoted  to  the  next 
grade — so  be  sure  your  child  goes  to 
school  every  day  unless  he  or  she  is 
ill.  Good  attendance  is  one  of  the  most 
important  ingredients  for  school 
success.    *
